Now Congréss 
is ONL Of the wavy and uataral laws can operate 
awhile, business promises. to revive, and pub- 
lishers are preparing for the fair fall trade 
which they regard as probable. 

Jémes R. Osgi0d & Co. have in various stages 
of préparation «2 ‘Somewhat formiMable ar- 
ray of books,—quite epough to dispel the no- 
tion tbat, when they sold thgir periodicals 
and took hold of the helotype process, 
they intended to give up publishing 
books. It is safe to say that very ‘few previous 
auttinn lists-of fhis héusé fate numbered more, 
or more varied, or better books, than those fn- 
eluded in their fall announcement for 18%. 
Without attempting to catalogue all of them, 
let me give an idea of the feast of good things 
they provide.

THE WAR OF RACES. 

The Albany Journal says cf the Southern 
Democracy: ** The proof of a purpose to provoke 
and press the race-issue is rapidly accumulat- 
ing.”! The Utica Herald declares that “ op- 
position organization [in the South] is armed 
hostility on the soil; opposition movement is 
conflict and outrage, and the shedding of human 
blood.” The Toledo Biade announces that ‘ the 
conflict now in progress throughout the South 

is a war on the part of the Rebel Democra- 
ey for the suppression of freedom of opinion, 
speech, and action.” It adds: “ Before the 
War, Republicans would be shot down at the 
South as freely as they (sic) would shoot a rabid 
dog; and so it is to-day.” Bilaine’s paper, the 
Augusta (Me.) Journal, says: **The black man 
is doomed if the Republicans of the North falter. 

We had hoped that the race-issue would 
never arise in the South, and that the condition 
of the colored people had ceased to enter into 
our elections, but the Democracy have intro- 
duced them, and the Republican paity can do 
po less than accept the contest forced upon it,” 

Two ideas underlie these and the scores of 
similar articles which we could quote from the 
ultra-~-Republican press of the North. The fixst 
is that the Southern Republicans, erpecially Pre 
blacks, are in momentary danger of assassi 
tion. The second is that the race-issue has been 
forced upon the South by the whice Conserva- 
tives. Weshall examine the truth of these ideas 
in the order in which we have stated them. 

The evidence given in defense of the first is 
flimsy. A vumber of vague rumors of the ship- 
ment of arms to the South nave been published. 


| There is not a jot of proof that they are true, 


yet the dubious fact is at once hailed as proof 
that the Southern whites are arming in order to 
exterminate the blacks. On the heels of these 
rumors come a few accounts of brutal murders 
of black mea by white. These, also, have no 
confirmation. They .can be manufactured 
by the dozen in any newspaper ofiice. 
It is usually ‘“‘a megro in Mussissippi,” or 
“a negro living about 20 miles from 
New Orieaus,” who is thus done to death in the 
news-columns. Such a story cannot be dis- 
proved. It is impossible to takea census of 
Mississippi or of the country within a radius of 


that notasingle negrois missing, The chief 
authentic disturbances asthe South within the 
last year have been flhose atVickeburyg and Aus- 
tin, Miss., Lancastér, Ky., and Georgetown and 
Ridge Spring, 8. p- At Vicksburg, a square 
race-issue was precipitated, as we shall here- 
after show, by the blacks. The whites won. 
The election was nearly three weeks ago. Nota 
single report of outrage upon the blacks, during 
or after the election, bas been circulated. At 
Austin, a negro tried to killa white man. The 
latter returned the fire, miased his aim, and 
killed a little black girl. Thereupon the ne- 
Having 
done so, they behaved with great forbearance 
and dispersed. At Lancaster, an interference 
with the execution of a legal process brought 
whites and blacks into ision. The dispatches 
give no details from w the responeibility 
for the outbreak can be fet upon either party. 
Two negroes and two whites were killed. A 
squad of Federal troops put an end to the riot 
and arrested thirty-five of the ringleaders. In 
Georgetown, the quarrel is wholly between the 
blacks. Not a white man has hada thing w do 
with it. In Ridge Spring, the armed negroes 
who had gathered at Georgetown threatened to 
massacre the whites. The latter naturally armed 
themselves. They have done nothing to “ carry 
the war into Africa.” Notashot has been ex- 
changed between whites and blacks. We submit 
that these facte—and they are the only facts yst 
brought out—do not justify the ravings of sub- 
sidized journals over man’s inhumanity to man 
below Mason and Dixon's line. 

The race-issue has not been forced upon the 
South by the whites. It was inevitable. When 
a whole race belongs to one party, as the negroes 
do to the Republican, opposition to that party 
must be opposition to the race. So far as the 
issue bas been forced at all, the blacks are more 
to blame than the whites. The negroes have 
steadily insisted on the election of officials of 


their color, They have carried this so far that 


they have repeatedly rent their own party rather 
than vote for a white man. The Louisiana Re- 


Not one of the New York morning papers (ex- 


+ who was then Warden. The Governor at first 


ator for the short term, claimed aud secured the 
election of a negro for the long term. From 
their first day of political power, the negroes 
have made-color a test in politics at the Soutb. 
They have demanded offices and got offices on 
the ground of their color. They haye forced the 
race-issue upon the South. While there have 
been isolated cases of Caucasian asininity and 
brutality m matters affecting the negroes, 
the great mass of the Southern whites 
have treated them fairly. The ‘“ White 
League,” which maintains’ a precarious 
footing in Louisiana, has peen openly resuked 
by the leading Conservatives of the State. Its 
ill-advised formation was due to the existence of 
great oath-bound societies of negroes. It has 
met with scant encouragement, and will doubr- 
less soon be among the things that were. The 
disturbance at Vicksburg, to which we have al- 
erred, began by the nomination by the 
begr® an almost exclusively black ticket. 
The man at the head of it was under in- 
dictu@®nt for forgery and embezzlement. To 
savemthe city from falling into such bands, the 
whites nominated and elected a ticket of their 
own. Bin this case there can be no doubt that the 
neggees forced the race-issue into prominence, 
sven if their Governor, sweet little Adelbert 
Ames, did telegraph to Washington for troops to 
suppress the riote that never came to pass. In 
some cases the whites have shown a remarkable 
regard for the righta of their old siaves. The 
first post-bellum Democratic Legislature of 
Texas, which was elected a few mouths since, 
had brought before it a contested-election 
case. Tne claimants were Walter Burton, col- 
ored Republican, and Hunt, white Democrat. 
The bailote for the former had been misspelled, 
Burton was elected, but Walter Burton was not. 
Yet this Democratic Legislature, believing that 
@ majority of the voters meant to choose Wa!ter 
Burton, promptly seated him. When the present 
Arkansas Constitutional Convention came to- 
gether, J. Pennoyer Jones, colored Republican. 
claimed the seat occupied by the Hon. X. J. 
Pindal!l, White Democrat. Pindail is a distin- 
guished lawyer. He was elected, technically 
speaking, but it was clearly the wish of the ma- 
jority of voters in his district to choose Jones. 
The Convention would not let the voters’ errors, 
in spelling and otherwise, defeat their wish. 
dt uvseated Pindall and seated Jones. Repub- 
lican Congressmen may wel] biush before such 
examples of justice. They will find nothing 
like them in the decisions of contested elections 
by Congress. We believe that the recent ljetter 
of Gen. Kershaw, who is, perhaps, the most 
prominent Conservative in South Carolina, fairly 
represents the feelings of the educated whites 
of the South on this question of race. The 
letter contains this passage : 

To secure such co-operation [between black and 
white] the honest colored people should be invited to a 
full share of ali public office. Power mirusted to us 
should be admiuistered without favor or prejudice, so 
as to secure the best interests of the whole people, pro- 
tect equally in the enjoyment of his just rights every 
citizen, bowever high or humble, and promote the 
welfare of all alike, so far as may come wiibin the le- 
gitizaate sphere of government, Upon such principles 
ouly can harmony and good government be secured in 
thé present state of society here, Co-operation in this 
good work would lead to mutual dependence, respect, 
and good-will, and tend more to the elevation and de- 
velopment of the colored people than ail other possible 
expedients, 

The great danger of the precipitation of a war 
of races does not come from the Southern whites. 
The Southern biacks, forcing the Republican 
party into passing the Civil-Wrongs bill, and the 
Northern Badicais, starring up enmity and strife 
for the sake of keeping their fossilized party 
alive, must share the responsibility between 
them, if such a war comes, 


THE ROW AT THE PENITENTIARY. 

We have already noticed the fact that Gov. 
Beveridge removed Col. M. M. Bane and Dr. 
Theodore Canisius from the office of Commis- 
sioners of the State Penitentiary, and appointed 
W. M. Taylor and J. W. Wham théir successors. 
The removal was officially stated to be on the 
ground of neglect of duties. The Commission- 
ers, about a month ago, removed Maj. Wham, 


asked the Commissioners for their resignations, 
which they declined to hand in, and then the re- 
moval followed. This action by the Governor 
drew from ex-Commissioner Bane the letter 
which we publish this morning. It appears chat 
Maj. Wham was originally appointed as a friend 
of Senator Logan, who had formerly had him 
appointed Paymaster, or Agent, or something of 
that kind, for that historical tribe known as the 
“Teton Sioux.” It is only fair to say, however, 
that the testimony of the Joliet people is favor- 
able to Wham’s management, and a correspond- 
ent this morning describes the prison as in ex- 
cellent condition. Uafortunately, there are other 
leading Republican statesmen in Illinois beside 
Beveridge and Logan, and, as it is the general 
purpose this year of the Republicans wo elect, if 
they can, Mr. S. M. Cullom to Congress and two 
years hence to make him Governor, Gov. Bever- 
idge feels an anxiety lest his appoiutees 
should forget him. Gen. Logan is, of course, a 
friend of Gov. Beveridge for all offices 
other than United Stdtes Senator, and Maj. 
Wham, being Logan’s other self, the Commis- 
sioners were interfering in the contract between 
Logan and Beveridge when they removed Wham 
as Warder. Col. Bane, who’has been a number of 
years in the Republican party, seems to have for-‘ 
gotten that the tenure of all public employment 
is fidelity to the personal ambition aad interest 
of the man Holding the appointing power. If 
Gen. Logan and Gov. Beveridge choose to ap- 
portion between themselves for the next ten 
years the big things in official life, Col. Bane 
should have known that his first duty, under party 
law, was to aid in carrying out that arrangement, 
even if the Penitentiary went two ruin. What 
right had be to plead Christian mercy and com- 
mon humanity to the prisoners when it stood in 
the way of the division of the spoils, and might 
contribute to Cullom’s elevation to the Govern- 
orship, or perhaps to the United States Senate?

However, it is still « 
question whether the best goods are always 
furnished for the highest prices. It is unfor- 
tunate that the Board referred the matter back to 
the same Committees that had originally audited 
and directed payment of the bills. The exhibit 
certainly requires an explanation. 


EXEMPTION FROM TAXES. 

Judge Wallace, of the County Court, yester- 
day rendered a decision in the case of the 
County Treasurer, who claimed a judgment for 
unpaid taxes against certain lands in this county 
owned by the Northwestern Univermty. Objec- 
tion had been made that this property was ex- 
émpt from taxation under its charter, as the 
property of an iustitution of learning. The 
University owns in this county several hundred 
acres of land, much of which is located in this 
city. Included in this is one-half the block 
now covered by the Pacific Hotel, between Clark 
aud LaSalle streets. The University has owned 
this property over twenty years. A large area 
of the City of Evanston is hed by the Univer- 
sity, and leased to the occupants, and no taxes 
has ever been paid thereon. The objection to 
the assessment was overruled by Judge Wallace, 
who holds that the exemption by the Legisla- 
ture in the charter of the University is of ne- 
cessity controlled by the State Constitution of 
1848, which reads : 

The property of the State and counties, both real 
and personal, and such cther property as the General 
Assembiy may deem necessary for school, religious, 
and charitable purposes, may be exempted from taxa 
tion, 


And the Constitution of 1870, which reads : 


The property of the State, counties, and other mu- 
nicipal corporations, both real and personal, and such 
other property as may. be used exclusively for agricul- 
tural and borticultural societies, for school, religious, 
cemetery, and charitable purposes, may be exempted 
from taxation, but such exemption shall be only by 
general law. 


The general law exempting property from 
taxation passed in 1851 restricted the exemption 
to property used exclusively for the purpose of 
edneation, etc., and especially excluded the prop- 
erty of the school not usedfor the purposes of 
the school aod held for profit. Judge Wallace 
held that ali the property owned by the Univer- 
sity, and not used by it forthe, purposes and 
objects for which the University was erected, 
was liable to taxation. The University has 
taken an appeal to the Supreme Court. 


The University relied on the doctrine that the 
charter of the University was a contract with the 
corporation which could pot be set aside. The 
Court held that the Legislature had no power, 
under the Constitution, to exempt property from 
direct taxation, except asin the case of the 
Illinois Central Railroad, by the acceptance of a 
stipulated equivalent for taxation, or where 
there was a consideration. The only considera- 
tion urged in this case was the general benefit 
to the State from the school, and this, in Judge 
Wallace’s opinion, was too vague to justify an 
exemption from taxation. He inclined to the 
Opinion that the only exemption that could be 
claimed was that allowed by the general act 
of 1851. 

This decision is of considerable interest to the 
people of Evanston, and especially to those who 
bold and occupy land not owned by the Uni- 
versity ; these have hitherto paid all the taxes of 
the town, and have recently been called upon to 
pay the extraordinary tax levied for the con- 
struction of water-works. If Judge Wallace’s 
opinion be sustained by the Supreme Court, all 
the property of the University, save thet used 
exclusively for school purposes, will have to pay 
taxes like other property.

THE SILVER LINING. 
Deplorable as the immediate results of the 
Beecher scandal may be, there can be no doubt 
that its ultimate influence will be for good,—an 
assumption which may be made without refer- 
ence to the question of Mr. Beecher’s innocence 
or guilt. The expose bas been a thunder-storm 
which was necessary to clear the moral atmos- 
phere, and we nave no doubt that, when the 
storm has passed over, the sun will come out 
brighter than ever, and the air will be clear and 
wholesome, instead of heavy with smoke and 
dampness. The relations of man to man, and 
woman to woman, and man to worhan, Will be 
more definitely fixed and jealously guarded 
than ever before, or there is no virtue extant.

As churches, especially in 
large cities, are now coastituted and adminis- 
tered, the clergyman who gives the proper 
thought and time to the preparation of his ser- 
mons, who attends the various weekly meetings 
of business and prayer, looks afier the chari- 
ties of his church, attends the sick, marries the 
living, aud buries the dead, bas no time for pas- 
toral visitations. It will furthermore teach the 
old, oid story, that even ministers are human, 
and suppress the tendency to idealize them and 
elevate them to heights above the world, It 
will put a daniper upon thie runoing after the 
minister. 
standard of a man among mea—a teacher smong 
scholars, not a saint among sinners. It will 
base ideas of human life upon human imperfec- 
tions; aud, when this i# accomplished, there 
will be less of man-worship and more of God- 
worship in the churches. 

These are some of the linings to the cloud of 
this scandal which now looks so dark, and both 
those who believe in Mr. Beecher’s innocence 
and his guilt may congratulate themselves that 
such is the case, and take courage. Innocent or 
guilty, there is no danger to be apprebended to 
the cause of morality and religion. Whea the 
reaction comes, it will be wholesome and be- 
neficent. 


FRENCH COUKTESIES. 

Recent proceedings in the French Assembly 
demonstrate that there is at least one parlia- 
meatary body which be can more indecorous 
than the American Congress, and that, too, in a 
country proverbial for the courtesy of the peo- 
ple and their devotion to etiquette. Upon the 
occasion to which we reier, M. Schtelcher,a Re- 
publican Deputy, rose and referred toa declara- 
tion in a previous speech by M. d’Istria, and said 
that, if any of his party had beard it, they would 
have treated it as they deserved. M. d'Istria be- 
ing absent, another Royalist, M. Gavardie, main- 
tained the words for him, whereupon M. Scheel- 
cher retorted: ‘‘ Then you area liar.” This was 
followed by explosions of indignation from the 
Right and the Centre. The President called the 
offender to order, and would not allow any further 
personalities. M. Schelcher claimed he 
had been personally insulted, but if 
M. Garvardie would withdraw the words, 
that wotld end the matter. This M. 
Gavardie refused to do, whereupon M. 
Scheelcher maintaiced the lie. Several minutes 
were then devoted to a general bandying of lies 
and epithets all over the Assembly, the Presi- 
dent meanwhile pounding his desk vigorously 
with his official mallet, and screaming in choice 
French at the turbulents. At iaet the principals 
got anotner opportunity at each other, and the 
following colloquy ensued : 

M. de Gavardic—Well, I maintain the words I used, 
[Murmurs on the Left.) I say that they escaped me, 
yet I persist in them, [Fresh uproar on the same side 
of the Assembly.) 

M. Schelcher—I maintain also the lie I gave you, 
and which did not escape. me, 

The President—And I maintain the call to order. 
(Great agitation.) 

The call to order was foliowed by a fresh out- 
break, during which M, d'Istria entered the 
Chamber. This caused a lull, and M. Gavardie 
being relieved, M. d’Istria took up the cudgel as 
foilows : 


M. Galloni d’Istria—I was not present when M. 
Schelcher entered the tribune, I am informed that 
he asked whether the words I uttered in reply to M. 
Gambetta were these: ‘The Republic fell beneath 
the contempt and reprobation, or horror, of all honest 
men”; and whether I acknowledged them. I have 
nothing to withdraw, and I maintain that remark. 
(Loud protests on the Left.) 

Schwlcher—Then I declare that you have uttered an 
infamous falsebood, [Violent uproar.) 


Upon this the President got mad, clapped his 
hat on sideways, banged it down on his bead, 
quit his chair, and, announcing that such scenes 
were deplorable, declared the sitting suspended 
and went off to his cafe. This is a litile ahead 
of anything which has gccurred in the American 
Congress, and shows that, in his ideas of what 
constitutes decorum and decency, the American 
legislator is more advanced than the French- 
man. At the same time, it proves the paradox 
that the politest nation in the world is also the 
most impolite,

The defeat was helped by the temper- 
ance people, who feared that the separate pro- 
vision “for license” would be carried, and, as 
the only way to defeat the license clause, they 
voted against the whole Constitution. Unofficial 
returnsfrom thirty-three counties gave a net ma- 
jority of 50,000 votes against the new Constitu- 
tion. It was estimated that, if the same proportion 
was observed throughout, the defeat would sur- 
pass the wildest prediction, In the cities tbe 
movement met with greater favor than in the 
rural districts, probably owing to the fact tha: 
in the cities the whole anti-temperance party 
was willing to swallow it entire for the sake of 
carrying the license clause. The majorities 
against the new Constitution were in most coun- 
ties appalling. We here give a few of them:

In 1868, 
Mi@higan did a similar thing. The Pennsylvania 
Constitution was adopted because of the over- 
powering public necessity. In Llinois, a similar 
necessity led to the adoption of the present Con- 
stitution.

Stradivarius and His Violins. 

In the year 1644 there was born im the Italian 
town of Cremona achild whose name is famous 
as that of the greatest maker of violins that 
ever lived. Little is known about Antonias 
Stradivarius except that be reached the great 
age Of #3, and worked at his art until shortly 
before his death. in fact, there is: one of hia 
instruments in existence bearing a certificate of 
his own handwriting with the date 1736, wheu 
he was 72 years old. He was a pupil of Nicholas 
Amati, a member of @ family that, for nearly 200 
years has been distioguisned for skill in the 
manufacture of violins, and had made tae name 
Cremona synonymous with the lnghest excel- 
Jence in thei proféssion. 

Several instruments made by Andreas Amati, 
the first maker of the name, for Gharies LX. of 


France, were long kept in the Chapel Royal at | 


Versailles, but they ed during the

A GEORGIA WATER-SPOUT. 


Six Hundred Acres of Water Lifted 
Up te the Clouds. 
From the Augusta (Ga.) Chrontele. 

A dense cloud was first séen approaching the 
pond, being apparently a considerable distance 
up. Nothing particular was thought of it, the 
citizens of Langley being at the time occupied in 
trying to keep cool,a hard thing to de, with 
the thermoureter at 100 degrees in the shade. 
But emery a startling circumstance occurred. 
The cloud had halted over tie pond and ‘exstab- 
lirhed connection with the igter. A genuine 
water-spout had, in fact, pees evolved, and an 
immense quantity of water “was rushing sky- 
ward through the liquid conéactor. When first 
seen, the water-spout was near tie dam, 
and traveled slowly across the pond until & 
reachéd the railroad trestié work, a distance of 
a mile and a quarter from its starting-point, 
when it disappeared, and the cloud moved ma- 
jestically off, carrying with it thousands of gai- 
‘lons of water which had been drawn from the 
pond. The latter, coveringan aréa of 600 acres, 
was, in fact, lowered fully 2 inches. The huge 
colutan whieh joined the upper region to the 
expanse of water below resembied “a cone in 
form, and rotated horizaitally with exceeding 
rapidity. The marvelous ‘speed with which the 
column tatned impressed the beholder imme- 
diately with the ittea thatit Was associated with 
a whirlwind. ‘This was ost probably the case, 

a6 & tremendous wind passed over Augusta from 
the direction of Langleysome hours afterwards. 
The heavens were tiilliant with incessant 
flashes of lightning after the spout described 
avove had disappeared. There was no ‘rushing 
noise conuected with it as is the case itv some 
instances. The water tnderneath the clouds 
just before the spout formed was im a state of 
great agitation. Waves rolled angrily, and a 
perceptible bulge wasseen. As the cloud halted, 
a sort of tunhei protraded from it, and dropped 
slowly down, becoming larger as it lengthened, 
the broader portion, or base, being at the surface 
of the cloud. When it reached & pomt about 
one-fourth the distasce Between the cloud and 
the pond the bale pn the surface of the -latter 
rose to miéet it, and the two at oe joined, 
when the water from the pond commenced as- 
cénding into the cleud, which moved slowly to- 
wards the trestle-work. The waves in the water 
~ail Jeaping and tending towards the spout 
—and the spout itself continued the vertical 
motions referred to above. The outeide of the 
watery funnel waz dark and not well defitied, 
while the centre was much lighter, being 
rather of a blushcast. This would seem to in- 
dicate that the cdumn was partly hollow, the 
dark portions rewresen ting the sides. There can 
be no doubt but that the imménse quantity of 
water which wastransferred from the pond to 
the cloud was lilerally sucked tp. The spout 
finally disappeared, as if it had beev drawn bold- 
ly up into e cloud, while the latter quietly 
moved off to paite tinknown. Not a drop of fain 
fell during the occurrence or afterward. ©The 
formation and subsequent motions of the spout 
are described as baving made ub a spectacle 
grand in the extreme. othing of the kind was 
ever beforé seen in that section. The strangest 


part of the phenomenon was the fact that the: 


cloud, 60 burdened with Water, moved off with- 
out dispedsing sny of itin the form of rain im 
the neighborhood.
